ter Being Forced Out of Office. 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 22.— Trouble was 
reported at O rizaba in the state of 
V era Cruz, Mex., and a t G uerrero and 
H erm anez, state of Coakuila, but no 
confirmation ( am e of th e reported bat­ 
tle and g n at slaughter a t Zacatecas, 
although persistent rum ors of such a 
fight continue to be received. 
At 
G uerrero 
and 
H erm anez 
the 
troops have suppressed the rioting and 
at Orizaba the soldiers arrived in lime 
to prevent bloodshed, although dissat­ 
isfied workm en in the mills at that 
place stoned the mills, broke many 
windows and attem pted to set fire to 
several m anutacturiug plants befoie 
they were subdued. 
Mexican officials still seem amply 
able to take care of any trouble that 
may develop, but a report from Mexico 
City stated tnat P resident Diaz and his 
cabinet were considering calling 10,000 
m ore soldiers to the colors, as more 
troops are needed in the field. 
T he arm s s j tar captu ed in Mexico 
total over 0000 and the rolls of am m u­ 
nition total over 7000. 
Arms of all 
kinds have been absolutely prohibited 
front entering Mexico, and prosrtec o s 
and miners nre made to leave their 
arm s at th e border. 
Stores throughout 
Mexico have been forbidden to sell 
arm s or am m unition, aud w here there 
is any suspicion that the order will he 
violated the goods have either been 
purchased outright by the governm ent 
or put under guard.
